EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Attorney Steven duBois on July 6, 2010. Discussed including the limitations of 
claim 2 into independent claim 1 and including the limitatlions of claim 10 into 
independent claim 10. Applicant agreed and authorized the changes throughout the 
claims. 

Claims 2 and 10 have been canceled. 

As per claims 1 and 9, please insert the following amendments. 

In claim 1, line 4, "packet,;" has been replaced by -packet;- 

In claim 1, line 14, "the size of the data portions" has been replaced by 

--the size of the data portions; 

wherein there are two sizes of memory location in the first memory arranged in 
two said blocks, one of a size to receive data portions of a first size and the other of a 
size to receive data portions of a second size, the second size being larger than the first 
size, and wherein data portions that are too large to be stored in a single memory block 
are stored as linked lists in a plurality of blocks with pointers pointing to the next block ~ 
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In claim 9, line 14, "tlie size of tine data portions" has been replaced by 
-the size of the data portions; 

wherein there are two sizes of memory location in the first memory arranged in 
two said blocks, one of a size to receive data portions of a first size and the other of a 
size to receive data portions of a second size, the second size being larger than the first 
size, and wherein data portions that are too large to be stored in a single memory block 
are stored as linked lists in a plurality of blocks with pointers pointing to the next block 
but without any pointers pointing from one data portion to the next data portion of the 
packet - -. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest the combination of generating from 
each said data packet a record portion of predetermined fixed size and containing 
information about the packet; storing only data portions of said packets in independent 
memory locations in a first memory; storing only the record portions in one or more 
managed queues in a second memory having fixed size memory locations equal in size 
to the size of the record portions; wherein the first memory is larger than the second 
memory; and the memory locations in the first memory are arranged in blocks having a 
plurality of different sizes and the memory locations are allocated to the data portions 
according to the size of the data portions; wherein there are two sizes of memory 
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location in the first memory arranged in two the blocks, one of a size to receive data 
portions of a first size and the other of a size to receive data portions of a second size, 
the second size being larger than the first size, and wherein data portions that are too 
large to be stored in a single memory block are stored as linked lists in a plurality of 
blocks with pointers pointing to the next block.
